The telephone was 
then in its incipiency. Today the Bell Telephone 
system alone has 15,906,550 telephones in use in 
the United States.

Forty-nine years. ago the telephone was even 
more ,of a curiosity than a luxury. The wealthy in- 
talled it in their homes for much the, same reason 
at they collectéd curios. and antiques. The instru- 
md was not dependable and the systtm was too 
small to be of much value. It is difficult: to see how 
society could get along without the telephone today, 
although the world got along very well without it 
‘only a half century ago. The explanation lies in the 
fact that the telephone constitutes a vital and complex 
system’ in a complex society. 

It may only be a coincidence that there is one 
telephone and one automobile for every six people 
in the United States And it may also be a coinci- | 
dence that the history of the motor car paralled that ;
